Some little vainglory may be lost to individuals an\ious to occupy a place 
in the spotlight at Ihe expense of otheis, but very real benefit will result 
to the soldiers. They will get what ilicy want when they want it and every 
cent contributed will'go to them. 


To meet emergencies that may arise the Red Cross should, AT OXCE, 


have a fund on hand.

This trpe properly conhtruct- 
cd will sustain almost an unlimited 
auio'jnt of automobile traffic and n r»>a- 
sonr.bly hcaTy horse drawn traffic. It 
Is i-asllj- malntalntd In the early part 
of its life and is an idejl foundation 
for ntiurfneinsr when this beoomos 
necessary. It Is not expensive wlien 
the amount of traffic justifies its use, 
and the only objection to it se*>ins tn be 
the developemnt of crnrks due mostly 
t» temperature chants. These r rucks, 
however, are easily repaired at small 
cost ;md when properly mninlalnetl arp 
of little consequence and do not mate- 
rially affect the uumbllUy of the pave- 
ment.
